4, The factory has the necessary expert workers, such as locksmiths, mechanics, 
automobile electricians, wpholaterers, chassis Wilders, checkers, etc, There 
are also schoola for mechanics, locksmiths, end metal workers in the factory 
area. ‘The actual work productivity of the students is very small. 


5, Due to the expansion of the Polish Army, the factory received orders to 
-vattate the barracks area, which should have been accomplished, in part, by 
1 July 1951, The entire factory area had to be vacated and moved toe another 
location by the end of 1951. In July and August two battallqns of the newly 
inducted age groups (1928, 1929, 1930) arrived at the barracks ares and were 
used for loading the factory equipment. ; 
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
